1 . This office action is in response to application 10/708,056 and amendment filed 
on 12/21/2006. Claims 1-2, 4-19, 21-26, 33-40 and 42-48 remain pending in the 
application, where claims 3, 20, 27-32 and 41 are canceled.

Response to Amendment 

2. The affidavit under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 12/21/2006 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims as in the office action filed on 7/24/06 based upon Clarke et al.. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT AS TO THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-19, 21-26, 33-40 and 42-48 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method/system/a computer readable medium 
stored a computer executable instructions for performing a circuit design verification 
comprising the steps of forming a first bit equation in response to unwinding a 
representation of the circuit design written in a first computer program language (i.e. 
HDL) (Fig. 1A, 104 and 108; Fig. 2); forming a second bit vector equation in response to 
unwinding another representation of the circuit design written in a second computer 
program language (i.e. C type; Fig. 1 A, 106, 110; Fig. 3); comparing the bit vector 
equations (Fig. 1A, 112): and outputting an indicator whether the bit vector equations 
are consistent (Fig. 1A, 120).
